They  dislike  being 
moved,  so  leave  them  alone  to  naturalize 
themselves.

CROCUSES 


Crocuses  are  most  effective  planted  in  masses  on  the  lawn,  between 
shrubs,  along  hedges,  etc.  In  the  rock  garden  they  make  a  gay  display 
as  early  as  March  and  April.  May  be  left  in  the  ground  undisturbed  for 
3  or  more  years  after  planting.
